Algol looks to be in the pink of condition, and 
does not show any bad effects from his hard 
campaign of twenty-five races last year, is 
sound as a dollar, with not a blemish on him, 
and with no accident the son of Top Gallant- 
Equality will prove a factor in the big eastern 
handicaps, with a reasonable allotment of 
weight. 

Lieber Karl has developed into a handsome 
horse, has spread out and let down into a bulky 
looking animal, on the order of his sire, For- 
ester. The colt shows no bad effects of the iron 
which was applied last fall, his legs seem sound 
and he promises to train. 

Meadowthorpe, the son of Kantaka— Baby, 
did not face the flag last year, but is now doing 
well and will race. In the early part of last 
spring the Schorrs had great faith in Meadow- 
thorpe, but he went wrong and was turned out 
for the year. Macy, only recently back from 
New Orleans, shows the need of a good rest, 
which will be given. 

The three-year-olds of this stable will be W. 
Overton, Sea Lion, Cathedral, Ordnung, Pirate 
Judge, Lieber Anton, Albert Swind, Nailer, 
Willie Howard and The Diver. 

W. Overton, by Belvidere— Peninah, was taken 
sick just aft“r the Junior Championship Stakes 
was decided, and it is only in the last three 
weeks that the colt has begun to round to, but 
the improvement has been rapid, and if it con- 
tinues he will be a prominent candidate for the 
Tennessee Derby.

Benita Brush, b. f, 2, by Bramble— Roseville, , 
a full sister to the famous Ben Brush, greatly 
resembles her illustrious brother and promises 
to be of stake quality. 

Lampwick. ch. c,2, by Lamplighter — Chaplet, 
is also a handsome colt, in which Mr. Patter- 
son places great dependence. 

First Past, b. c, 2, by Order— Happy Sally II., 
showed a grand trial as a yearling, and still 
retains the fast burst of speed that he showed 
early last spring, when, with a boy weighing 
over 100 pounds, he showed an eighth in 12 
seconds.

The most important business transacted at 
the meeting of the members of the National 
Steeplechase and Hunt Association, held Jan- 
uary 5, was the election of the following Stew- 
ards to serve for three years (January, 1902), o r 
until their successors shall have been elected: 
Messrs. August Belmont, J. G. Follansbee, J. G* 
Heckscher and F. H. M. Birckhead. 

Later on the same day the Stewards held a 
meeting at which several amendments to the 
present rules were proposed by Mr. S. S. How- 
land. These amendments will be brought up 
for adoption at a regular meeting of the Board 
of Stewards, to be held Thursday, February 2. 

The chief features of the proposed amend- 
ments are an increase in the number of mem- 
bers of the Board of Stewards necessary to con- 
stitute a quorum from five to seven. The Ex- 
ecutive Committee to consist of seven instead 
of five members. Four members of the Execu- 
tive Committee to constitute a quorum for the 
transaction of business of that committee. It is 
further provided that at all race meetings under 
license of the National Steeplechase and Hunt 
Association, a special meeting of the Execu- 
tive may be convened at any time by such 
members of the Executive Committee as may 
be present. At such meetings the presence of 
four members of the Committee shall not be 
necessary to constitute a quorum. Action of 
the Executive Committee at such special meet- 
ing shall continue in force and effect only until 
the next meeting of the Executive Committee, 
regularly convened, at which a quorum shall 
be present.— Spirit of The Times. 

The Breeders Mutual Protective Association, 
organized last fall to buy up poorly-bred thor- 
oughbred mares and sell them in western 
markets without their pedigrees, so that they 
may not come into competition with the better 
class of stock, will extend its operations. This 
spring it will buy up a hundred or more finely- 
bred fillies, spay them aud sell them at thor- 
oughbred sales. Tfiis will give the spaying 
process a fine chance to be tried thoroughly in 
racing. O. H. Chenault, the well known breeder 
and prominent member of the association, will 
make a personal canvass of all thoroughbred 
horsemen in the country to secure funds to 
carry on the work of the association. — Cincin- 
nati Commercial-Tribune. 

The Burns case still hangs fire, the interested 
parties having come to no agreement as yet. It 
looks as though the Memphis firm, J. W. Schorr 
i & Son, will get Burns, and that some kind of 
terms will be made with E. F. Simms. Burns 
! has been riding during the past two days under 
the contract made with the Schorr firm, and 
the fact that Simms has not objected, points to 
the fact that some kind of a settlement has 
been partly arrived at.— New Orleans Picayune. 

Jockey Joe Piggott had $12,000 in the hands 
of Mrs. Henry Walsh when that lady died the 
other day. She was Piggott’s guardian, and so 
arranged matters that the boy could not touch 
the money until he was twenty-one years of 
age, which he w-ill be in about another year.

THE MEMPHIS ENTRIES. 

Memphis, T£nn„ January 16.— The list of the 
stake entries for the spring meeting of the New 
Memphis Jockey Club for this year shows a 
very favorable increase in numbers and quality 
over those of the preceding years. The Mont- 
gomery Handicap, for three-year-olds and up- 
ward, closed with 53 entries, against 43 of 1898, 
and 35 of 1897. The Gaston Hotel Stakes, for 
two-year-old colts and geldings, has 64 nomina- 
tions, against 56 of 1898, and 36 k of 1897. The 
Ardelle Stakes, for two-year-old fillies, has 54 
entries, against 42 of 1898. and 46 of 1897. The 
New Gayoso Hotel Stakes, for two-year-olds, 
has 51 nominations, against 73 of last year, and 
47 of 1897. The Memphis Stakes, for two-year- 
olds, has 64 entries, against 66 of 1898, and 39 of 

1897. 

TheLuehrmann Hotel Stakes, for three-year- 
olds, has 45 nominations, against 28 of 1898, and 
34 of 1897. The Tennessee Brewing Co. Stakes, 
a selling sweepstakes for three-year-olds and 
upward, closed with 72 entries against 54 of 

1898, and 42 of 1897. The Peabody Hotel Handi- 
cap, for three-year-olds and upward, bas 50 en- 
tries, against 40 of 1898, and 27 of 1897. 

The Tennessee Oaks, a new stake, for three- 
year-old fillies, at one mile, received 66 nomina- 
tions for 1899, and 48 for 1900. The Tennessee 
Derby for this year had 119 entries, while for 
1900 it received but 85. Secretary Macfarlau 
cannot account for the falling off of the num- 
ber of entries for next year’s Derby and Oaks, 
unless it is due to the carelessness of breeders 
and owners. It cost nothing to enter in either 
stake. The Derby has $3,000 added, and will be 
worth around $7,000 to the winner this year. 
Horsemen do not carefully read the conditions 
oi stakes or they would enter more liberally in 
the rich added money events. 

The weights for the Montgomery Handicap, 
to be run on the opening day of the meeting, 
will appear on February 15 and declaration to 
be made on or before March 1.

A dispatch to the Inter Ocean gives First 
Tenor, Obsidian, Survivor, Ailyar, Olinthus, 
Horton, Lime Water, Corsini and Maud Fergu- 
son as the probable starters for the California 
Derby. As the race does not come off until 
March 18 it looks like guessing a long way 
ahead and ignoring the possible developments 
of two months -
